A warning to the world at. to the 


destructiveness of 
modern weapons 
of warfare is furnished by the report 
of the International commission ap­ 
pointed to investigate 
the 
Balkan 
atrocitleB. 
There were about 1,500, 


000 in the armies of all the nations 
engaged In the two Balkan wars, and 
Eloquent as he is in his campaign, his 
men, were killed or wounded, 
al­ 
though both wars were included In 
the space of a single year. 
This Is more than twice the num­ 
ber killed and wounded in the war 
between Russia and 
Japan, 
which 
also lasted about a year. 
And the 
testimony of the commission is that 
the wounds of those who survived 
were largely of a ghastly and horri­ 
fying character, entailing upon the 
sufferers lives of anguish and help­ 
lessness, and upon the nations 
to 
which they belong an age-long burden 
of sympathy and support. 
When they rushed so hastily Into 
these wars, the nations Involved did 
not realize the vast advance in the 
destructiveness which 
the last few 
years have added to weapons of war 
fare. 
But it will be the fault of any 
nation contemplating 
making 
war 
hereafter If it does not learn the les­ 
son of the Balkan 
wars, and con 
eider carefully the cost of going into 
a war In which it has now become 
possible for a few men, by the scien 
ti'flc use of explosives to annihilate 
the enemy by regiments

CALLS OHIO UBERAI 
WITH SCHOOL FUNDS 


Columbus, July 
23.— ".The 
public 
schools, 
universities 
and 
normal 
schools will receive from the state 
the coming year more than $1,000,000 
in excess of the amount received last 
year,’’ declared State School Super­ 
intendent Frank W. Miller, in a state­ 
ment issued .Thursday. 
The 
public 
schools get the bulk of this increase 
The statem ent was issued to correct 
the impression that prevails that the 
reduction in the state school levy fjr 
school purposes would cut down the 
amount the schools 
would receive. 
The statute* make it mandatory to 
pay the schools $2 
for each pupil 
enumerated, 
and if the state levy 
does not yield enough to 
pay this 
what is needed in addition will be 
taken from the state treasury sur­ 
plus. 
“The schools will not suffer by 
reason of the cut because they will 
get more funds than heretofore, only 
a part of the money will come from 
the corporation taxes paid Into 
the 
treasury, thus reducing the amount 
paid by individual taxpayers,” said 
Superintendent Aliller.
